I. VAMES, by the grace of God, King of England, 
Scotland, France, and Ireland, Defender of the 
Faith, &c. Whereas 6ut loving and well diſpoſed 
ſuhjects, Sir Thomas Gates, and Sir George Somers, 
Knights, Richard Hackluit, Clerk, Prebendary ot 
Wetftminſter, and Edward-Maria Wingfield, Tho- 
mas Hanham, and Ralegh Gilbert, Eſqrs. William 
Parker and George Popham, Gentlemen, and divers 
others of our 2 have been humble 
ſuitors unte ue, that We would vouchſafe unto them 
our licence, to make habitation, plantation, and to 
deduce colony of ſundry of our le into that 
of America, commonly call irginla, and 
other . parts and territories in America, either ap- 
pertaining unto us, or which are not now actual 
ed w any chriſtian prince or p ſituate, 
ing, and being all the ſea s, detween 
-and-thirty degrees of northerly latitude from 
the equmoctial line, and five-and y degrees of 
the ſame latitude, and in the main land between the 
ſame four-and-thirty and five-and-forty degrees, and 
the iNlands thereunto adjacent, or within one hun- 
dred miles of the coaſt thereof. 
I. And to that end, and for the. more 


ſpeedy ac- 


bahitation there, are defirous to divide themſelves 
into two ſeveral cotonies and companies: the one 
conſiſting of certain Knights, gentlemen, merchants, 
and other adventurers, of our city of London and 
eliewhere, which are, and from time to time ſhall 
be, joinal unto them, which do deſire to begin their 
plantation and habitation in ſome fit and con- 
venient place, between/four-and-thirty and one-and- 
fo of the ſaid latitude, along the coaſts 
of Virginia and coaſts of America aforefaid ; and, 
the other conſiſting of ſundry Knights, gentlemen, 
merchants, and ather adventurers, of our cities of 
Briſtol and Exeter, and of. our town of Plymouth, 
and of other places, which do join themſelves unto 
that colony, which do defire to begin their planta- 
tion and habitation in ſome fit and convenient place, 
between eight - and- thirty degrees and five- and. foi 
degrees of the ſaid latitude, all along the ſaid coaſt 
of Virginia and America, as that coaſt lieth. 

III. We, greatly commending, and graciouſ] 
accepting of, their deſires for the tartherance of ſo 
noble a work, which may, by the providence of Al- 
mighty God, hereafter tend t« the glory of his divine 
Majeſty, in propagating of chriſtian religion to ſuch 
people, as yet live in darkneſs and miſerable igno-

Maria Wingkeld, adventurers of and for 
our city of London, and all ſuch others, as areg or 
ſhall be, joined unto them of that colony, ſhall be 
called the firſt colony; and they fhall and may begin 
their ſaid firſt plantation and habitation, at any place 
upon the ſaid coaft of Virginia or America, where 
they ſhall think fit and convenient, between the ſaid 
four-and-thirty and one-and-forty degrees of the ſaid 
latitude 5 and that they ſhall have all the lands, 
woods, foil, grounds, havens, ports, rivers, mines, 
minerals, marſhes, waters, fiſhings, commodities 
and hereditaments, whatſoever, from the ſaid firll

King JAMES the I.'s Second Charter to the Treaſurer and Company for 
VI ROI NIA, erecting them into a Corporation and Body politic, and for the 
further Enlargement and Explanation of the Privileges of the ſaid Company and 
firſt Colony of VIRGINIA.

of England, and dominion of Wales. 

V. And that they, and their ſucceſſors, ſhall hke- 
wiſe be enabled, by the name aforeſaid, to plead, and 
be impleaded, before any of our Judges or Juſtices, 
in any of our Courts, and in any

for ever; to be holden of Us, our beirs, and ſucceſ- 
ſors, as of our manor of Eaſt- Greenwich, in free 
and common ſoccage, and not in capite; yielding 
and paying, tver:tore, to Us, our heirs, and ſuc- 
ceſſors, the fiſth part only of all ore of gold and fil- 
ver, that from time to time, and at all times hereaf .

tation, and to travel thitherwards, and to abide and 
inhabit there in the faid colony and plantation, all

III. Now, foraſmuch as we are given to under- 


| ſtand, that in thoſe ſeas, adjoining to the ſaid coaſts 


of Virginia, and without the compaſs of thoſe two 
bundred miles, by Us ſo granted unto the ſaid trea- 
ſurer and company, as aforeſaid, and yet not far 
diſtant from the faid colony in Virginia, there are, 
or may be, divers iſlands, lying deſolate and uninha- 
biied, ſome of which are already made known and 
diſcovered, by the apt travel, and expence of 
the ſaid company; and others alſo are ſuppoſed to 
be and remain, as yet, unknown and undiſcovered, 
all and every of which it may import the ſaid colo- 
ny, both in farety and policy of trade, te populate 
and plant, in regard whereof, as well for the pre- 
venting of peril, as for the better commodity and 
roſperity of the faid colony, they have been humble 
uitors unto us, that we would be pleaſed to grant 
unto them an enlargement of our ſaid former letters 
patents, as well for a more ample extent of their li- 
mits and territories into the ſeas, adjoiping to and

ether with all and ſingular ſoils, lands, grounds, 
1avens, ports, rivers, waters, ſiſhings, mines and mine- 
rals, as well royal mines of geld and ſilver, as other 
mines and minerals, pearls, precious ſtones, quar- 
ries, and all and ſingulur other commodities, juriſ- 
ditions, royalties, privileges, franchiſes, and prehe- 
th within the ſaid tract of land upon 

the main, and alſo within the ſaid iſland and ſeas 
adjoining, whatſoever, and thereuntoor thereabouts, 
both by ſea and land, being or ſituate : and which, 
by our letters patents, we may, cr can, grant, and 
in as ample manaer and fort, as We, or any our 
noble progenitors, have heretofore granted to any 
perſon or perſons, or to any company, body politic 
or corporate, or to any adventurer or adventurers,

the Council and Company of Adventurers for Vir- 
ginia; in all and Monet fog which ſaid great and ge- 
neral Courts, ſo aſſem our will and pleaſure is, 
and we do, for Us, our heirs, and ſucceſſors, for 
ever, give and grant to the ſaid treaſurer and com- 
pany, and their ſucceſſors, for ever, by theſe pre- 
tents, that they, the ſaid treaſurer and company, or 
the greater number of them, ſo aſſembled, and 
may have full power and authority, from time to 
time, and at all times hereafter, to ele& and chuſe 
diſcreet perſons, to be of our ſaid Council. for the 
ſaid firſt colony in Virginia, and to nominate and a 
— ſuch officers, as they ſhall think fit and requi - 

te, for the governmeat, managing, ordering, and 
diſpatching ot the affairs of the fai company: and 
thall likewiſe have full power and authority, to or- 
dain and make ſuch laws and ordinances, for the 

and welfare of the (aid plantation, as to them, 

rom time to time, ſhall be thought requiſite and 
meet : ſo always, as the ſame be not contrary to the 
laws and ſtatutes of this our realm of England: and 
mall, in like manner, have power and authority, to 
expulſe, disfranchiſe, and put, out of and from their

XI. And we do further, of our eſpecial grace, 
certain knowledge, and mere motion, for Us, our 
heirs, and ſucceſſors, give and grant unto the ſaid 
treaſurer and company, and their ſucceſſors, for 
ever, by theſe preſents, that it ſhall be lawful and 
free, for them and their afſigns, at all and every 
time and times hereafter, out of any our realms and 
dominions whatſoever, to take, lead, carry, and

afterwards, either withdrawn, hid, or concealed 
themſelves, or have refuſed to ge thither, after they 
have been ſo entertained and a withal ; and 
that divers and ſundry perſons which have been 
_ ſent and employed in the faid plantation of the ſaid 
firſt colony in Virginia, at and upon the dtarge of 
the ſaid company, and having there miſbehaved 
themſelves by mutinies, ſedition, or other notorious 
mildemeanors, or having been employed or ſent 
abroad, by the governor of Virginia, or his deputy, 
with ſome ſhip or pinnance, for our 


and affairs, concerning the ſame, have from thence 
molt treacherouſly, either come hack again and re- 
turned into our realm of England, by ſtealth, or 
without licence of our governor ot our ſaid colony 
in Virginia, tor the time being, or have been ſent 
hither, as miſdoecs and offenders; and that many 
alſo of thoſe perſons, after their return from thence, 
having been queſtioned by our ſaid Council here, for 
ſuch their mi 
lent and contemptuous carriage in the preſence of 
our ſaid Council, have thewed little reſpeR and re- 
verence, either to the place, or authority, in which 
we bave placed and appointed them; and others, for 
the colouring of their lewdneſs and miſdemeanours 
committed in Virginia, have endeavoured, by moſt 
vile aud flanderous reports, made and divulged, as 
wall of the country of Virginia, as alſo of the go- 
vernment and eſtate ct the jaid plantation and co- 
lony, as much as in them lay, to bring the ſaid voyage 
and pl.ntation into diſgrace and contempt ; by 
means whereot, not only the adventurers and plan- 
tere, already engaged in the ſaid plantation, have 
veen exceedingly abuted and hindered, and a great 
number of other our loving and well-diſpoſed ſub- 
jects, otherwiſe well-aftected, ana inclined to join 
and adventure in ſo noble, chriftian, and worthy an 
action, have been diſcouraged from the ſame, but 
alſo the utter overthruw and ruin of the ſaid enter- 
pie hath been greatly endangered, which cannot 
miſcarry without ſome diſhonour to Us aud our king- 
dom.

any the offences before mentioned and expreſſed ; 
and upon the examination of any ſuch offender or 
offenders, and juſt proof made by oath, taken before 
the ſaid Council, of any ſuch notorious miſdemea- 
nors by them committed, as aforeſaid ; and. alla upon 
any inſolent, and contemptudus, or indecent. car, 
rage and miſbehaviour, to or againſt our ſaid Coun- 
eil, ſhewed or uſed by any ſuch perſon, or perſons, ſo 
called, convented, and appearing before them, as 
aforeſaid”; that in all ſuch caſts, they, our, laid 
Council; or any two of them, for the time being, 
ſhall and may have full power and authority, either 
here to bind them over with good fareties for their 
good behaviour, and further therein to proceed, to 
alFintents and purpoſes, ag it is uſed, in other like 
caſes, within our realm of England; er elſe, at their 
difcretions, to remant and ſend them back, the ſaid 
offenders, or any of them, unto the ſaid colony in

XVI. And for the more effectual advancing of the 
ſaid plantation, we do further, for Us, our heirs 
and flors, of our fpecial grace and favour, 
virtue of our prerogative royal, and by the aflent 
and conſent of the Lords and others of our priv 
council, give and grant, unto the ſaid treaſurer 
company, full power and authority, free leave, li, 
berty, and licence, to ſet forth, erect, and publiſh, 
one or more lottery or lotteries, to have continuance, 
and to endure and be held, for the ſpace of oui whole 
year, next after the opening of the ſame; and after 
the end and ex piration of the ſaid term, the ſaid lot- 
tery or lotteries to continue and be further kept, du- 
ning our will and pleaſure only, and not otherwiſe.

XVII. And our further will and pleaſure is, tht 
the ſaid lottery and lotteries ſhall and may be opens 


thcic intolences, mitdeme note, and abuſes, not to | ed and held, within our city of London, or a 
other 
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ether city or town, or elſewhere, within this our 
realm of England, with ſuch prizes, articles, con- 
ditions, and limitations, as to them, the ſaid trea- 
ſurer and company, in their diſcretions, ſhall ſeen 
convenient. 

XVIII. And that it ſhall and may be lawful, ts 
and for the ſaid treaſurer and company, to elect 
and chooſe recivers, auditors, ſurveyors, commiſ- 
fioners, or any other otficers whatſoever, at their 
will and pleaſure, for the better marſhalling, diſ- 
poſing, guiding, and governing of the ſaid lottery 
and lotteries ; and that it ſhall Iike wi ſe be lawful, to 
and for the ſaid treaſurer and any two of the faid 
Council, to miniſter to all and every ſuch perſon, ſo 
elected and choſen for officers, as aforeſaid, one or 
more oaths, for their : 
dealing, in and about the ſaid lottery or lotteries, 
to the intent and purpoſe, that none of our loving 
ſubjects, putting in their names, or otherwiſe ad- 
venturing in the ſaid general lottery or lotteries, 
may be, in any wiſe, defrauded and deceived of 
their ſaid monies, or evil and indirectly dealt withal 
ia their ſaid adventures, 

XIX. And we further grant, in manner and form 
aforeſaid, that it ſhall and may be lawful, to and 
for the ſaid treaſurer and company, under the ſeal 
of our faid Council for the plantation, to publiſh, 
or to cauſe and procure to be 9 mms by procla- 
mation or otherwiſe (the ſaid proclamation to be 
made in their name, by virtue of theſe preſents) the 
ſaid lottery or lotteries, in all cities, towns, bo- 
roughs, and other places, within our 
ſaid realm of England; and we will and command 
all Mayors, Juſtices of Peace, ſheriffs, bailiffs, con- 
ſtables, and other officers and loving ſubjects, what- 
ſoever, that, in ao wile, they hinder or delay the 


good behaviour, juſt and true 


progreſt and proseedingt of the ſaid or lotte, 
ries, but be therein, touching the premiſes, aiding: 
and aſſiſting, by all honeſt, good, and lawful means 
and endeavours. 

XX. And further our will and pleaſüre is, that in 
all queſtions and doubts, that ſhall ariſe, upon any 
difficulty of conſtruction or interpretation of any 
thing, contained in theſe, or any other our former 


letters patents, the ſame ſhall be taken and inter- 


rn. in moſt ample and beneficial manner for the 
aid treaſurer and company, and their ſucceſſors, 
and every member thereof, 

XXI. And laſtly, we do, by theſe preſents, ra- 
tify and confirm unto the ſaid treaſurer and compa- 
ny, and their ſucceſſors, for ever, all and all man- 
ner of privileges, franchiſes, liberties, immunities, 
preheminences, profits, and commodities, whatſo- 
ever, granted unto them in any our former letters 
patents, and not in theſe preſents reyoked, altered, 
chan or abridged. Although expreſs mention 
of the true yearly value or certainty of the premiſes, 
or any of them, or of any other gift or grant, by 
Us or any of our progenitors or predeceſſors, to the 
aforeſaid treaſurer and company heretofore made, in 
theſe preſents is not made; or any ſtatute, act, or- 
dinance, proviſion, proclamation, or reſtraint, ts 
the contrary thereof heretofore made, ordained, or 
provided, or any other matter, cauſe, or thing, 
whatſoever, to the contrary, in any wile, notwith - 
ſtanding. 

In witneſs whereof we have cauſed theſe our let- 
ters to be made patents, Witneſs Ourſelf, at Weft- 
minſter, the twelfth day of March, in the ninth year 
of our reign of England, France, and Ireland, and 
of Scotland the five - and - fortieth. 
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
